ALCOHOLISM AND CRIME. 


Hotr Dr. H&inrlcli Stern, of New York, 


Would Deal ^ith the Criminal 


•, 
Alcoholic. 


r 


Judges of criminals, prison wardens 


and the police unanimously concede 
that at least 70 per cent, of all perpe- 
trated crimes are directly or indirect- 
ly attributable to alcoholism. This un- 
usually large percentage applies prin- 
cipally to such offenses as the disre- 
gard of the rights of others, and con- 
tempt for law and order, and to such 
crimes as assault, rape, disturbance 
of domestic peace, manslaughter and 
robbery, for to all of these the 
habitual drunkard seems to be par- 
tucjarly prone. 
Such misdemeanors 


are frequently committed in a mo- 
ment of passion, hence entirely unpre- 
meditated, and so soon as the perpre- 
trator regains his normal senses he is 
seized with remorse. While the sober 
man, it is true, is also subject to sud- 
den and violent emotions, he is, ne^er- 
thcle&s, by exercise of his will power, 
able to curb and control the impulshe 
and irrational dictates of his passions. 
He is well aware of the consequences 
awaiting him upon the perpetration of 
u crime, and, weighing them in his 
mind, will either abandon his project 
or exert his utmost piecaution while 
executing it. While the sober man is 
master of his impulses, the drunkard 
is a slave to his emotions and pas- 
sions. 
At the slightest pro\ocation 


the inebriate may commit an assault 
or even manslaughter, and if an oppor- 
tunity offer itself, he may commit 
moral delinquencies, as rape, etc. But 
he rarely commits such offenses as are 
,the result of premeditation or design. 
Of all those convicted of perjury, but 
26 percent, or 27 percent, are addicted 
to -alcohol, for perjury is based on 
some suhtle moth e— either love of 
money or the endeavor to save another 
from punishment— in fact, motives 
originating only in the unclouded mind 
of the sober. Furthermore,, amongst 
incendiaries we find but 45 per cent. 
are alcoholics, for arson is premedi- 


1 tated and usually executed with a dis- 


tinct purpose in view. 


Alcohol habitually used affects prin- 


cipally the brain and nervous sjstem, 
tvhich lose their normal degree of re- 
sistance; their vitality' and healthy 
ttcthily are reduced, and a general de- 
terioration of brain and nerxe sub- 
stance is the inevitable result. More 
remote consequences are general re- 


* trogresbionof intellect, debased stand- 


ard of morality, and complete or par- 
tial loss of will power. We need not 


'\descend to the confirmed drunkard to 
', find evidence of general deterioration. 
»Evcu in the milder form of habitual 
^drunkenness we find similar condi- 
^tions. The habitual alcoholic shows 
..signs of premature deterioration; his 
mind is more or less inactive, his gen- 
eral bearing- is undignified, his senti- 
roen^are 
more vulgar, ^nd his sense 


of truthfulness is deficient. His stand* 
ard of morals is lowered, his love of 
family gradually cftclines,, and an in* 
difference as to the future of his off- 
spring becomes apparent. 
Further- 


* more, 'he de\elops ruder and brutish 


affections, becomes irritable, jealous 
nnd peevish, and Obstinately adheres 
to Ins preconceived irrational ideas 
and notions. The. "bonhomie" and con- 
geniality of certain drinkers is virtual- 
'2y but a species of indifference, butone 
of the protean manifestations of 


alcoholism. 


both" parents hive "beeri Mb'irua'i alco- 
holists, The chronic' alcoholic* affec- 
tion of the brain is more or less a dis* 
ease of character. The character of 
the drunkard is abnormal, his stand- 
ard -of morals is lowered, and he con- 
ceives au entirely new moral code, in* 
comprehensible to the sober. The ha- 
bitual alcoholic, like the morphine 
habitue, and like certain types of the 
insane, lives in a world of hife own. He 
has his delusions and hallucinations, 
and while subject to them he is unable 
to distinguish bet ween right and wrong. 
Tbe chronic alcoholist is a psychopath, 
who ought to be adjudged and treated 
accordingly. 
The heavy drinker, be- 


reft of any jnoral sense, is without any 
ambition or energy. He is a cow ard at 
heart, but under the"influence of alco- 
hol he may vacuously commit a daring 
act, of the consequences of 
which, 


however, he ha.s no clear conception. 
He cannot resist temptation, and in 
the association with criminals he soon 
becomes a criminal himself. His will 
power, self-determination and clear 
judgment being undermined, he is 
often a willing tool for their adven- 
tures and culpable enterprises. Hence, 
association with low characters is an- 
other cause of the further downfall of 
drunkards. 


If the purpose of punishment is pre- 


'^ention of crime, reformation of crin> 
iiyils and the protection* of society, 
then the prison is the wrong place for 
the inebriate offender. There the al- 
coholist is rarely cured of feis disease; 
there he develops a still strongercrav- 
ing for liquors, and from there, in the 
great majority of instances, he gradu- 
ates a full-fledged criminal, a fact of 
which eAery police officer of experi- 
ence, philanthropic institutions and 
magistrtes are wTell aware. 


But in spite of the disastrous condi* 


tion confronting them, they have not 
devised any means to successfully 
cope with it. As the main object of 
sanitary science and modern medi- 
cine is prophj laxis of disease, so pre- 
vention of crime should be the en- 
deavor of the sociologist and legisla- 
tor. Agreed, if wre are convinced that 
the drunkard is prone to commit 
crime,thereisno reason why he should 
not be confined before he has occasion 
to do wrong. There ought to be a£^ 
tachcd to every police court an ex- 
perienced medical officer, whose, duty 
it would be to inquire into the ante- 
cedents pertaining to the phj sical and 
mental condition of the accused, and 
to determine whether he is suffeiing 
from, the conse'quences of an alcoholic 
toxicosis. The officer should' classify 
the different types of inebriates 
at 


least into two great groups: (a) the 
occasional offenders, and (b) the con- 
firmed- alcoholics. The result of his 
examination should be taken into due 
account by the police magistrate, who 
should sentence both the first offend- 
er and the "rounder" to confinement 
in public reformatories devoted to 
their detention, and to the rational 
treatment of drunkards. 
The two 


classes would be kept separately in 
these institutions, qr, what would-be 
still 
better, 
separate 
institutions 


should be provided for the treatment 
of culprits of each of these groups. 
' The asjhim or institution, T*hich 
should be managed by a special honor- 
ary state board, or by a commission- 
er, should be established in farming 
districts, so that the convicted drunk 
ard may engage in agricultural pur- 
suits, which, in the great majority of 
instances, are best suited to his pe- 
culiar mental nnd bodily conditions. 
An institution of that character, con- 
ducted-on a liberal and scientific basis, 
where moral, dietetic and medicinal 
treatment go hand-in hand, where the 
convict is put to such manual labor as 
his constitution demands and peunits, 
whore rest and recreation are pre- 
scribed as the individual case exacts 
such an institution will produce far 
superior results than maj be obtained 
in general penitentiaries and 
behinci 


prison bars. At. least a part- of the 
revenue derived from the liquor tax 
should be appropriated to defray the 
expenses of these penal institutions 
To what better advantage and-purpose 
could this revenue be demoted than for 
the amelioration of the spiritual and 
bodily condition of these indhiduals 
who, 
by their incessant consumption 


of alcoholic beverages in public places 
are almost the main source1 of the 
liquor tax income? The establish 
ment of asylums for the criminal al 
coholist would cause the transfer of 
atleas^thalf the inmates fiom the pen 
itentiaries. 
A comparatively large 


sunfij therefore, which is annually ex 
pended for the maintenance of the 
latter could then be devoted to the 
.support of these institutions. Fur 
thermore. some penitentiaries, par 
iicularly those in rural districts, could 
be transformed into a.^luinf. for the 
criminal alcoholist. such changes in 
vohing little labor or expense. With 
some good will, aud with the assist 
ance of the medical and legal profes 
sions. the object in view inny be read 
ity called into existence, so much th 
more so as it is not a question o. 
funds, but only one of system. 


The criminal alcoholist who ha 


bpeut 
his 
penal servitude—which 


should continue until he is cured, o 
if incurable, indefinitely—in an insti 
tution of such a character, leaves i 
regenerated. 
With 
the newly-ac 


quired or regained' energy and vigor 
the former alcoholist is well equippei 
to start afresh in life—a healthy man 
alive to the interests of home, com 
munity and country, and a- usefu 
member*of that society which to-dny 
condemns him and considers him a 
oiUca^t.—Heinrich Stern, M. D,., in 
Jo'urnlil of Inebriety:

THE EARLIEST BOOKS.

A Greek book of the age of Peri- 


cles, or a Latin* book of the age of 
Oaesar, was very unlike the books to 
which we are accustomed nowadays, 
says a writer in Ha-rpea-'s Magazine. 
The material on which it was writ- 
ten was papyrus, a fabric ma'de out 
of the pith of the Egyptian water 
plant of that native. This gave a 
smooth and pleasant surface for writ- 
ing on with th'e -soft reeds which 
were then in use, but unfortunately 
it was not tough enough to with- 
stand the disintegrating influences 
of time. In every country but one 
the ordinary trials of books^—use, 
neglect, damp, insects and the like— 
have caused their complete destruc- 
tion. It is only in the wond-erfuHy 
dry climate of (Egypt that they (have 
been -able to resist thes^ tendencies, 
During thfe last century, and increas- 
ingly during the last 
ttf-enty-five 


years, researches in the 'buried cities 
an"d cemeteries of Bgy.pt have yielded 
great quantities of manuscripts upon 
papyrus—mostly fragments, 
it is 


true, but yet sufficient to (restore to 
us several <works of and&iit litera- 
ture which had. been, supposed fto be 
hopelessly lost, and to show us by 
actual example's, dating as far back 
as the (beginning of the third cen- 
tury, B. C.; what an ancient book was 
like. 


In another and more noticeable 


respect than material ancient (books 
differed from modern. The papyrus 
was not cut up into leaves and 
bound into volumes like a modern 
book, but was manufactured in lon'g 
rolls, which .the reader unrolled as 
he progressed through the woxik lhe 
was treading. The leii'gth of these 
rolls anight be anything- up to thirty 
feet, but rarely exceeded fhte limit; 
the height would normally 'be <about 
nine or ten inches. 'A roll of ftihese 
dimensions would contain, in onod- 
.erate-sized writing, an 
ordimaay 


Greek play, or two books of the 
"Iliad," but collected editions of an 
author's work were impossible, ex- 
cept in the form, of «C great quantity 
of separate rolls. This fact goes far 
to ex/plain why so many 'works by 
writers of th'e highest « amputation 
have failed to come down to us. 


The writing 'on, & papyrus rbll was 


divided into column^, the width of 
which was regulated »by the length 
of the verses, if the work transcribed 
was dn poetry, but in the case of 
prose 'works it rarely exceeded ithree 
inches. 


Papyrus continued to be the princi- 


pal material in use for ibooks of the 
best quality until ttte fourth cen- 
tury (of our era, but 'about that time 
vellum, which had previously been 
employed mainly for inferior pur- 
poses, began1 


thenceforward 


been dug out of the earth at Car- 
diff, N. Y. This, to a certain extent, 
was true, but fc£e fact that it was 
carved out of gypsum and interred 
less than a yeaf before by fthe clever 
ones was ke$t a profound! 
secret. 


That it was one of the cleverest

Taylor, 
who was at that -time, 1868, a sort 
of silent partner with Baraum. 


"Yes, it was I who carved the Car- 


diff giant," teaid 'Mr. Sala, "and Offr. 
Taylor paid me the handsome sum 
of 815,000 for the work; subsequent- 
ly h'e often gave me $500 fwihenever 
•his receipts were! exceptionally good. 
I carved the giant in & barn tnear 
Quincy, 111. 
The slab of gypsum 


was obtained in the vicinity. Of 
course, I had nothing to do with the 
statue after it left Quincy, 'but I 
know that foroan there it mils shipped 
to Ohicagb, then by water to Buffalo, 
an'd finally 'by icanal 'boat and team 
to Cardiff, iN", Y,, wfoere it was buried. 
The mature of 'the package was, of 
course, kept a, secret."

MILES OF RUINS, 


For about 90 equare.mUes the Gila 


valley is an aggregation of xuins. 
Irrigation canals, the oldest known 
in -the civilized world, seam the re- 
gion. The largest ^canal has been 
sadly torn to pieces in the last few 
years by ranchmen, but still shows 
its wonderful construction. It has 
an average depth of seven feet, is 65 
miles long and terminates in a res- 
ervoir about a anile square. Think 
of the brawa* and sweat spent in con- 
structing su9h & canial and reservoir 
with stone implements, and of tpnans- 
porting the excavated earth away, in 
wicker baskets! 
But this is only 


one of the 17 distinict prehistoric ir- 
rigation systems in the region. 


These canals give some idea of the 


scale on which "these unknown peo- 
ple conducted agricultural opera- 
tions. They made am Artificial ariver 
to water their farms. 
Their chief 


crop was -probably corn, and they 
raised beans and two or three variet- 
ies of squashes. Prof. McOee, of the 
Smithsonian institute, thiiiks it 
probable that they kept the guanaco 
an domestication 'and evidences are 
found that they had turkeys. 


Adolphe Basndelier and Frank H. 


Gushing have each searched and 
studied among the ruins, of the 
buried icities, but they lacked large 
financial resources necessary for sat- 
isfactory 
scientific 
investigation. 


Upon, a broad upland, known as- 
Mesa Grande, the Gushing party 
found relics of a community, which- 
scientists have a*amed' I*as Acequias. 
The adobe -walls of the city (origin- 
ally 10 feet thick) may be traced' 
amid the sand hills, and from theset 
remains one is led to believe that the 
ancient -pueblo covered five square 
miles. The vast quantity of broken 
pottery found among the sage brush 
and cactus, leads to the opinion that 
here once lived some 50,000 people, 
dwelling together compactly in com- 
munal houses. (Water for the farms 
of the people of Las Acequias was 
had from fthe Gila river, 18 miles 
distant. 


CUT THROUaH BOCKS. 


The main canal from the aiver was 


cut through ledges of rock 11 feet 
wide -and 8 feet deep. Where de- 
pressions in the earth occurred, these 
ancient American engineers con- 
structed aqueducts of jcedar logs in- 
geniously 
joined together.

H. Gushing believes that these canals 
were not ouly for irrigation, but for 
transportation of building materials 
from the mountains to Las Acequias, 
An army of men and1 women must 
have spent years in constructing the 
main canal \ from the 0ila to IAS 
Acequias and its numerous laterals. 
Only the crudest sfcone implements 
were used for excavation, and 
the

block are found large pits, with a 
vitreous lining, that were used as 
baking ovens in common by the en- 
tire clan. The different fetiches or 
amulets they held sacred are of con- 
cretionary stone 
of high natural 


colors and of peculiar shapes 
vidual amulets are found in the 
pyral mounds, family ones in 
ruins of dwelling rooms; clan amu- 
lets in the urban houses and tribal 
in the temples. 


The ancient city of Los 'Muertos, 


south of Tempe, had -a population of 
more than 65,000 hefore the days 
of the Pharaoahs. The city is laid 
out north and south, at least 'in s 
majority of instances the streets trua 
to these cardinal points. The walls 
vary from this rule* In fact, they 
are crooked in places, as if they 
might have -been constructed for the 
support of bastions or towers. This 
city and another containing an old 
fort, further down the Gila river, are 
the only ones in which any evidence 
of preparation for war have been 
found. It seems as if the race who 
had Hved in this Gila valley was 
either so numerous that it feared no 
attack or had no enemies. 


CITY OF ttTJINS. 


•Near Tempe are the ruined corrals 


in which the animals of the inhabit- 
ants were kept. Many finds prove 
the purpose for which 
they were 


used. What the animals were is not 
determined. On the slates found in 
the ruins south of the Salt river are 
splendid figures of llamas. Interest- 
ing ceramic specimens have been 
found. Ollas of all shapes and sixes, 
urns containing 
the ashes of the 


dead and jars partly filled 
parched corn and -beans are found in 
a remarkable state of preservation. 
It seems as if the entire city (had 
been swept 
'by a flood and 
the 


earthen 
houses 
melted down- or 


shaken by an earthquake into frag- 
ments. 


Few of the skeletons show signs 


of mutilation. The people appear -to 
have died of suffocation or some nat- 
ural cause that left 310 mark upon 
the frame. 
In several spots where 


bones have been found Deeper dig- 
ging has brought 
to light large 


quantities of bone dust as fine and 
light as gunpowder. In one spot 
near Ternpe several 
tons of -bolie 


dust have been recently found lying 
in what once appears to have foeen 
a trench some seventy feet long and 
two feet deep, nine feet below the 
surface of the sunbaked' earth. The 
edges of the depository of bone dust 
were broken and uneven, so that it 
could not mark a sepulchre. Is it

If the latter, was it the 
result of funeral xites or were the 
bodies deposited there by some cata-

rocky chasms, into which creeks and 
large streams suddenly disappear 
and are never more seen. The fis- 
sures are old lava channels produced 
by the outside of the mass cooling 
and forming a tube, which, when the 
fiery stream was exhausted, 
has 


been left empty, while *the, roof of the 
lava duct, having at some point fal- 
len in, presents there the opening 
into which the river plunges and is 
lost. At one place along the Snake 
one of these rivers appears gushing 
from a 
cleft high up in basaltic 


walls, where it leaps a cataract into 
the torrent below. Where the stream 
has its origin or at what point it is 
swallowed up is absolutely unknown- 
although 
it is believed that its 


sources are a long Way np in the 
north country. Besides becoming the 
channels of streams -the lava con- 
duits are frequently found impacted 
with the ice masses which never en- 
tirely melt.

reached a point so far north as to be 
barren of vegltation.

Westmoreland county was - formed 
and Sfe. Clair was appointed by Rich- 
ard Penn to the offices of prothono- 
tary and chief clerk of the courts, of- 
fices which he had previously filled 
in Bedford county. From 1778 xintil 
the bieaking out of the revolutionary 
war he acted as the agent of the 
proprietaries. His management of 
affairs was superb. 


Duting the 
excitement of 1774 


much is attributed to St. Glair's ef- 
forts to preserve t'he country. It was 
he who exhorted the people not to flee 
an'd he who organized a militia with 
a promise to pay them from his own 
purse. Under his direction and su- 
pervision ithe chain of block-houses 
along the rivers and old military 
road was established. 
He -advised 


the Penns to open fa xoad for military 
purposes from Xittanning to^Ligon- 
ieayand to erect a fort at thatipoint, 
•to be g'arristone'd by the soldiers of 
the Province.'

St. Glair's straightforward dealings 


with the ' Indians won him their 
friendship, they calling him their 
friend, and the (Pennsylvanians their 
brothers. 
He was instrumental in 


calling -t'he famous meeting at Han- 
nastowh May 16, 1775, and securing 
the passage of the remarkable reso- 
lutions. 
His nr&t connection with 


the United States occurred1 iit 1775, 
when he acted as secretary to the 
board of commissions appointed by 
congress to treat with the Indians 
about Fort Pitt, 


COMMISSIONED AS COLONEL. 
St. Clair was commissioned as col- 


onel in the continental service by 
congress in 1776. Then it was that 
he advtanced much money in the ser- 
vice which Oie was not repaid until 
many years after. In 'August of 1776 
he was made a brigadier. He joined 
Washington jin his retreat across the 
'Jt&se^l.7* Diiring the -closing battles 
oi'tilis"campaign he was with (Wash- 
ington. It is generally -agreed that 
it was General St. Clair who sug- 
gested to, his commander-in-chief 
the/dhicfe by which the Hessians were 
surprised at Princeton.

He thereupon 
swore a great oath: "Now, if I had 
been playing deep I -might have won 
millions!"

Lord 
," the loss on one rubber at 


whist! 


Toward the close of the eighteenth 


century the gaming 'houses of I#n- 
don—known to the general public as 
clubs and to the 'gamesters as hells 
—were fitted up in most extraordi- 
nary style, fishmongers' hall cost 
£40,000 to -furnish. 
The 'expense, 


however, does 
not 
seem so great 


when it is known that the proprietor 
netted in one year £150,000. The 
law prohibited the opening of su-Gli 
houses, -but the proprietor 'of Fish- 
mongers' boasted that he was dn no 
danger, as lie counted 'among 'his pa- 
trons most of the men who made .the 
law.

A HISTORIC PIPE.

man from whom he got the pipe 
firmly believed tho story ithat it be- 
longed: <to King Philip 
-four 'years. 


When; the present owner laid it down 
one day, over forty years ago, and 
went to look for it again- it had ap 


gotten it, until one d-ay recently he 
was visiting an old lady friend, -who 
suddenly -got up -and left the room, 
soon returning and handing the pipe 
over his shoulder. 
Much to the old 


man's astonishment his old, old pipe 
had again come to life. 
He pressed 


his friend for an explanation and was 
merely told that she had found it 
the other day while cleaning house, 
and knew nothing about its previous 
ownership. 


The old man then questioned the 


husband of his old friend as to how 
he came into possession of it, but 
could find out 'nothing further than 
that the husband had bought it from 
an old sailor at Bristol. 
As Bristol 


was <a seaport of some importance 
seveial yeais ago, 
this 
pipe ivad 


probably traveled -nearly or quite 
around the globe since the owner 
laid it down forty years ago, and 
vvith 'its history on its travels, this 
-pips piobably -has no parallel in ithe 
biographies of smoking utensils.

He would prob- 
ably jiame 'half a 'hundred outlandish 
places in. Asia, Africa an'd America, 
but it is -practically certain he would 
never guess that 'he was on a British 
island. 
Even the language of tlie 


natives—Gaelic—would be quite un- 
intelligible to him. 


Not, of course, be it understood, 


th'at these hardy fishermen are £'av- 
agies in tthe Seaise 'of being/"degraded, 
gluttonous or cruel.

dren are all obliged to work at the 
fishing and in tihe fields. 


In parts of Connemarat, too, is, pre- 


served 'a curious custom, which is ex- 
actly akin to the" summer migration' 
of the savage Htamoyeds and their 
reindeer. With the coming 'of spring 
the entire population of several vil- 
lages will close their winter dwell- 
ings, tie their infant 
children on 


their h&cks, carry wit(h them their 
shovels, some corn an'd potatoes, with 
a few pots and cooking utensils, 
drive their battle before them and 
migrate into the hills in search of 
frotfli pasture for their fiocks. 


Arrived there, they build mud huts 


or summer houses of Sods and wat- 
tkts and »pro'cec'd to cultivate and sow 
with corn & few fertile spots in the 
neig'hhoi'boring vailleys. 
They 're- 


main tihus for about two months of 
tine spring and early summer, till the 
corn is stewn. Then, their stock o'f 
provisions fbeing exhausted and the 
pasture Consumed iby their cattle, 
they return to the shore and eke out 
'a precarious condition by fishing. No 
further 'attention is devoted to the 
crops until they return to reap them 
in the 'autumn in a manner similar 
to the 'spring migration.

The length of these 


rolls might be anything up to thirty 
feet, but rarely exceeded this limit; 
the height would normally -be about 
nine or ten inches. A roll of these 
dimensions would con-tain, in mod-

.writing,

Greek play, or two books of th-e 
"Iliad," but collected editions of an 
author's work were impossible, ex- 
cept in the form of a great quantity 
of separate rolls. This fact goes far 
to explain why so many works by 
writers of tho highest - r&putation 
have failed to come down to us. 


The writing on. a papyrus roll was 


divided into columns, the width of 
which was regulated -by the length 
of -the verses, if the work transcribed 
wns iu poetry, but iit the case of 
prose works it rarely excec'ded three 
inches. 


Papyrus continued to be the princi- 


pal material -in use for .books of the 
best quality until -the fourth cen- 
tury of our era, but about that time

valley is an aggregation of ruins.

St. Clah-j being the son of the Earl 
of Caithness. Arthur, being .tlie s.in 
of a younger sou, could not inherit 
any of the landed property. Tor n 
profession he cliose medicine, -which 
study ho pursued at 'the University 
of Edenburg. At the .time war was 
declared between Great Britain and 
France he was in London, indentured 
to the famous Dr. William Hunter.

WAGES NOT THE SAME. 


There 
is considerable unrest in 


street car labor ciroles in these days. 
Even where wages are highest the 
changing cost of living and the an- 
ticipated changes of system mako 
the men uneasy. 


In Wew York city LTie Metropoli- 


tan Street Car company, which owns 
the surface lines, pay 20 cents nn 
'hour the first year, 21 cents the sec- 
ond year and 22 J£ cents thereafter; 
motormen and coivluctors got t.hn 
same pay. The trailer question is 
practically eliminated. The cars nra 
as large as two Chicago cnrs 'and sel- 
dom carry a trailer. 


In WasJiington, D. C., the pay is 13 


cents 'an -hour, or 82 a day of eleven 
hours; motor-men and conductors t-he 
saime. On a few streets trailers are 
still run,'but lhe system is rapidly 
putting large cars in service, like the 
New York city cars, and abandoning 
the trailer. In Boston the pay is 23 
cents 'an-h'our for both motornieii and 
conductors. 
In Son, Francisco the 


rate, as a result of the recent strike, 
is 25 cents an hour for both. 
The 


Detroit men, by arbitration, won a 
23}-y-cent raie. 
The Cleveland, 0., 


men recently got an. increase that 
places their rate at 23 cents. 
In 


Buffalo for a nine nnd three-quarter 
hour d-ay motormeii and conductors 
receive the somewhat awkward rate 
of $1.75^jj- after one year's service; 
nt first they get $1.401-;!. 


In the south, where the cost of liv- 


ing is leas, the rate generally runs 
lower. 
For iiibtance, in 
Atlanta, 


Ga., conductors r.nd 
motonncn r*;- 


ceive-$1.80.ffor a day of twelve hours. 
In Augusta, Ga., conductors begin 
.it $1.20 -and i-cnoh SI.50, while mo-

r.r.'a avenue, and it is claimed that 
not only >is the dust laid, but the sur- 
face of .the street 'has1 become hard, 
and- the heavy rains have no effect 
upon it. It is also claimed that the 
surplus oil was washed into the gut- 
ters by r.iin and the mosqiLittoeis were 
r.ot as common in lhe gutters of that 
ftvenue ns on other 'highways. The 
specific claims of the authorities ai'u 
that the oil concretes the surface of 
the roods and prevents the wind nmt 
water dam-.ig-e where .'the surfacing is 
light; thnt it gives -a hard, snicc-th 
rm<l thorougiily concreted roadbe1;! in 
trine; that it solves the dust prohlen;, 
rnd that it kills the mosquitne:!. 
They have not counted upuii the wo-
